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Preface 


The quantity of information produced in the world continues to grow. Many 
institutions, either alone or in cooperation with others, have taken steps to organize 
particular types of information to make it accessible to those who can apply it for wiser 
decision-making and to avoid the often costly regeneration of information that has 
already been prepared. And the introduction of the computer has permitted the 
organization of bibliographic information on a scale previously impossible. Today 
there are international information systems — cooperative and decentralized — to 
which each participating organization contributes the information generated within its 
territory; in return, each participant receives all the information contributed by the 
other partners after it has been assembled in a central file. Outputs are available either 
on magnetic tape or in printed indexes. 


The often expressed need to improve information service for development 
policymakers and planners led, in 1974, to a proposal to study the feasibility of a 
system known today as DEVSIS.! The programme was sponsored by six organizations: 
International Development Research Centre (IDRC); International Labour Office 
(ILO); Organization for Economic Co-operation and Development (OECD); United 
Nations Development Programme (UNDP); United Nations Department of Economic 
and Social Affairs (DESA); United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO). 


The study was supervised by a Steering Committee made up of representatives of 
the sponsors as well as experts from eight geographical regions of the world and from 
existing major international information systems in other subject fields. Paul-Marc 
Henry, President of OECD’s Development Centre, is Chairman of the Committee. A 
Study Team, under the direction of John Woolston of IDRC, worked from March to 
September 1975 to elaborate the technical and operational aspects of the system. The 
team’s proposals were issued in a report entitled: DEVSIS: the preliminary design of an 
international information system for the development sciences. 


Within the framework of the broader DEVSIS activity, IDRC began, in January 
1975, to collect material issued in Canada about the economic and social aspects of 
development. This pilot project, although not computerized, allowed us to experience 
the operation of DEVSIS at the national level, to test certain technical features of the 
system, and to give an indication of the eventual volume of material to be included. 
This document is the result of our work. It is an annotated bibliography, with indexes, 
of Canadian reports and publications in 1975. 


This first bibliography is not exhaustive. But it does represent the kind of 
information available in Canada that meets the criteria proposed by the DEVSIS 
Study Team for inclusion in the system. Certain items, like press releases and journal 
articles, may have lost their immediacy in an annual cumulation of this type; but in a 
fully operational DEVSIS the service would be issued monthly or even bimonthly, thus 
announcing such material while it is still current.

The bibliography contains four indexes: subject, geographic, institution, and 
author. The names of countries are represented by the two-letter standard ISO codes,3 
which have been supplemented, according to the recommendations of the DEVSIS 
Study Team, by two-letter codes for regions; the codes used in this issue are reproduced 
on the inside back cover. 


Codes in the geographic index indicate the countries to which the information in a 
document relates. Geographic codes are also associated with the categories in the main 
bibliographic list and with descriptors in the subject index. The subject index is 
complete in both English and French; a global Devindex would also include indexes in 
Spanish. 


Information about the value of an investment, or about original statistical tables, 
is included after the bibliographic citation where relevant; in a computerized DEVSIS 
file, this type of information would be directly accessible. 


We hope the reader will find this first effort useful, and we would welcome 
comments that would assist us in the preparation of the 1976 version of Devindex 
Canada. 


Thanks are due to all those colleagues in the IDRC’s Information Sciences 
Division, and particularly those in the Library, for their generous help in the 
compilation of this bibliography.

Préface 


Face a l’abondance de la littérature produite chaque année dans le monde, divers 
organismes ont tenté d’en organiser certains secteurs afin de la rendre plus accessible et 
d’éviter la regénération d’information déja parue. L’avénement de !’ordinateur ayant 
permis la mise sur pied de systémes sophistiqués d’information sur une échelle 
précédemment impossible, il existe aujourd’hui des réseaux internationaux coopératifs 
décentralisés o chaque organisme participant contribue |’information relevant de son 
territoire de compétence et a accés a toute l’information fournie par les autres 
participants. L’information, emmagasinée dans un fichier central, est disponible soit 
sur bandes magnétiques, soit sous forme de publication. 


La nécessité maintes fois reconnue d’améliorer les services d’information a l’usage 
des décisionnaires et des planificateurs du développement a conduit en 1974 a la 
proposition d’une étude de viabilité d’un systéme connu aujourd’hui sous le nom de 
DEVSIS.! Le programme est parrainé par six organismes internationaux: le Bureau 
international du travail (BIT); le Centre de recherches pour le développement 
international (CRDI); le Département des affaires sociales et économiques des Nations 
Unies (DESA); l’Organisation de coopération et de développement économiques 
(OCDE); le Programme des Nations Unies pour le développement (PNUD); et 
l’Organisation des Nations Unies pour |’éducation, la science et la culture (UNESCO). 


L’étude de viabilité du DEVSIS reléve d’un Comité de direction composé de 
représentants de ces parrains, de huit experts des différentes régions du monde, et de 
représentants des principaux systemes internationaux d’information. Paul-Marc 
Henry, du Centre de développement de l?OCDE, est le Président de ce comité. 


Un groupe d’études dirigé par John Woolston du CRDI a travaillé de mars a 
septembre 1975 al’élaboration des modalités du fonctionnement du systeme DEVSIS et 
a publié un rapport intitulé DEVSIS: the preliminary design of an international 
information system for the development sciences. 


Dans le cadre de ces activités préliminaires, le CRDI a commencé dés janvier 1975 
a répertorier la littérature produite au Canada traitant du développement social et 
économique. Ce projet pilote, bien qu’il ne soit pas automatisé, permet d’acquérir une 
certaine expérience dans la mise en oeuvre du DEVSIS 4a I’échelle nationale, de vérifier 
les aspects techniques du systéme et d’apprécier le volume potentiel des sorties du 
DEVSIS. Voici le résultat de ce travail présenté sous forme de bibliographie annotée 
accompagnée d’index divers, des principaux ouvrages canadiens publiés et diffusés en 
1975. 


Cette premiére bibliographie n’a pas la prétention d’étre exhaustive, mais refléte 
plutdt le genre de littérature disponible au Canada et répondant aux critéres définis par 
le Groupe d’études pour l’inclusion dans le systéme. Certains items comme les 
communiqués de presse et articles de journaux sont déja périmés: il faut se rappeler que 
nous visons, une fois le systeéme mis en place, un service mensuel et méme bimensuel.

In January 1975, the IDRC’s Information Sciences Division began to collect 
material issued in Canada about economic and social development in the Third World. 
This activity, carried out within the framework of the DEVSIS proposal for an 
international information system for the development sciences, resulted in the pilot 
publication: Devindex Canada: Index to 1975 Canadian literature on economic and 
social development. Devindex Canada is an experiment in the operation of DEVSIS at 
the national level. Its aim is to demonstrate the feasibility of the DEVSIS System, and 
to improve access to Canadian development literature. This document is a sequel to 
Devindex Canada 1975, and reports Canadian literature published in 1976 (with some 
1975 items identified too late for inclusion in the first issue). 


We would like to thank the many people who sent us their comments after reading 
the first issue of Devindex Canada. Some comments are reflected in this volume. 
However, we have chosen to remain close to the recommendations of the Study Team. ! 
We believe that a complete review of these recommendations should take place 
following a more comprehensive DEVSIS program of national pilot projects. 


As in the first issue, the main bibliographic list is arranged according to the 
purpose for which the document was written: 


Facts, Trends, and Analyses 

Prescriptions for Decision-Making 

Official Policies, Plans, Programs, and Arrangements 
Development Action: Operational Experience 
Consequences and Evaluations 

Resources and Tools for Development 
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The main bibliographic list is followed by four indexes: subject, geographic, 
institution, and author. The names of countries are represented by the two-character 
ISO codes? which have been supplemented, according to the recommendations of the 
DEVSIS Study Team, by codes for regions; the codes used in this issue are reproduced 
on the inside back cover. Geographic codes indicate the countries to which information 
in the document relates. In the main bibliographic list, geographic codes naming 
countries are associated with regional codes by which the documents are ordered within 
the categories. Geographic codes are also associated with descriptors in the subject 
index. The complete subject index appears in both English and French. A global 
Devindex would include a subject index in Spanish. Information about the value of an 
investment, or about original statistical tables, is included after the bibliographic 
citation where relevant; in a computerized DEVSIS file, this type of information would 
be directly accessible. 


A substantial proportion of the literature indexed here is of the nonconventional, 
or “fugitive” type, and often fairly difficult to locate. The DEVSIS Report

recommends that nonconventional material be made available by the organization 
responsible for central processing. At present DEVSIS is still at the experimental stage. 
Our Library will, however, assist in locating hard-to-find material mentioned in this 
publication when possible. Many items are available from the organizations responsible 
for their publication. These organizations appear in the first paragraph of each entry in 
the main index.

This issue of Devindex represents a departure from the past issues in two important 
respects. 

In 1976 and 1977 the International Development Research Centre (IDRC) published 
Devindex Canada 1975 and 1976. This year we publish a Devindex that contains 
references not only to the 1977 Canadian material but also to material published in the 
Federal Republic of Germany in 1977. We expect that this very limited experience of 
cooperative activity in the field of economic and social development information will be 
expanded next year to include contributions from a number of other developed and 
developing countries. 

This issue of Devindex also represents the first attempt to test DEVSIS methodolo- 
gies in a computerized system. The software (MINISIS) was developed at IDRC for use 
on a Hewlett-Packard 3000 computer. MINISIS handles a number of specialized 
bibliographic applications as well as the routine operations of IDRC’s library. A magnetic 
tape containing the records included in this issue of Devindex is available, in ISO 2709 
format, for experimental purposes. 

Devindex is produced as part of IDRC’s support of the DEVSIS programme. 
DEVSIS aims at the establishment of an international cooperative information system to 
cover the economic and social aspects of development. The original study on the feasibility 
of DEVSIS! was sponsored by the Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD), the International Development Research Centre (IDRC), the 
United Nations Development Programme (UNDP), the International Labour Office 
(ILO), the United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization (UNESCO), 
and the United Nations Department for Economic and Social Affairs. 

The methodologies proposed in this study are based on the international guidelines 
recommended by UNISIST, UNESCO’s programme to promote the international 
exchange of information, and on the standards of the International Organization for 
Standardization (ISO). The proposed organizational model calls for the development of 
national capabilities to capture economic and social development information generated 
nationally, and a coordinating unit in an international agency to facilitate the merging and 
exchange of information, the promotion of standardization, and the conduct of training 
programmes. 

Devindex Canada began as an attempt to test the DEVSIS methodologies at the 
national level and to provide access to Canadian development literature. The cooperation 
of the German Foundation for International Development (DSE) has now enabled us to 
test the methodologies on a broader base and to extend the coverage of Devindex. The 
results of this work will be of interest to any country wishing to establish a facility of its own 
to organize and disseminate information about economic and social development. 

Many of the references contained in Devindex are to nonconventional literature, i.e., 
to documents not available through the normal book trade. IDRC has begun to microfiche 
the Canadian documents and will make copies available on request. DSE will assist users 
wanting copies of the German entries if these cannot be obtained from the source identified 
in the reference.

Préface 


Le présent numéro de Devindex differe des précédents en ce qu’il contient deux 
innovations importantes. 

En 1976 et 1977, le Centre de recherches pour le développement international 
(CRDI) a publié Devindex Canada 1975 et 1976. Cette année, nous publions un 
Devindex qui répertorie non seulement la littérature produite au Canada en 1977, mais 
aussi celle publiée dans la République fédérale d’Allemagne cette méme année. Nous 
espérons que cette expérience de coopération encore trés restreinte dans le domaine de 
information sur le développement économique et social sera élargie l’an prochain pour 
incorporer les contributions d’autres pays développés et en voie de développement. 

Ce numéro de Devindex représente également la premiére épreuve informatisée des 
méthodes DEVSIS. Le logiciel (MINISIS) a été développé au CRDI en fonction de 
Pordinateur Hewlett-Packard 3000. MINISIS traite un certain nombre d’ applications 
bibliographiques spécialisées ainsi que les opérations courantes de la bibliothéque du 
CRDI. Une bande magnétique contenant les notices figurant dans ce numéro de Devindex 
est disponible aux fins d’expérimentation, dans le format ISO 2709. 

Devindex est produit dans le cadre de la participation du CRDI au programme 
DEVSIS. Ce programme vise |’établissement d’un systeme international coopératif 
d’information sur les aspects économiques et sociaux du développement. La premiére 
étude sur la viabilite de DEVSIS! a été parrainée par le Bureau international du travail 
(BIT); le Centre de recherches pour le développement international (CRDI); le 
Département des affaires économiques et sociales des Nations Unies; l’Organisation de 
coopération et de développement économiques (OCDE); le Programme des Nations 
Unies pour le développement (PNUD); et Organisation des Nations Unies pour 
Péducation, la science et la culture (UNESCO). 

Les méthodes proposées dans cette étude se fondent sur les directives internationales 
de PUNISIST, le programme de l’ UNESCO qui a pour but de promouvoir |’échange 
international de l’information, et sur les normes de l’Organisation internationale pour la 
normalisation (ISO). Le modele organisationnel proposé préconise le développement des 
compétences nationales pour recueillir l'information générée dans les territoires nationaux 
et la création d’une unité de coordination au sein d’une agence internationale pour faciliter 
la fusion et échange de l’information, pour encourager la normalisation et promouvoir les 
programmes de formation. 

Devindex Canada a été concu pour tester le systeme DEVSIS al’échelle nationale et 
pour diffuser la littérature canadienne sur le développement. La coopération de la 
Fondation allemande pour le développement (DSE) nous permet maintenant de mettre ces 
méthodes a l’épreuve dans un contexte élargi et d’étendre le champ d’application du 
Devindex. Les résultats de ce travail sauront susciter l’intérét de tout pays désireux 
d’établir sa propre infrastructure pour l’organisation et la diffusion de l’information sur le 
développement économique et social. 

Devindex comprend de nombreux documents du genre non-conventionnel, qui ne sont 
pas vendus en librairie.

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Preface 


This is the fourth volume in the Devindex series issued by the International 
Development Research Centre (IDRC). We at IDRC apologize to the users of this service 
for another slight change in title. The first two volumes were published under the title 
Devindex Canada‘ and contained references only to Canadian material on economic 
and social development in the Third World. The third volume entitled Devindex 1977° 
contained references both to Canadian material and to material produced in the Federal 
Republic of Germany. With this fourth volume,we welcome contributions from four more 
countries.

Users of this service will also be interested to know that three other national 
institutions have started their own experiments using similar methodology. These 
institutions are located in Pakistan, the Philippines, and Thailand. Each has now 
published an index to the national literature.*>-° 

Significant developments have also occurred in the United Nations. In New York, the 
Information Systems Unit of the Department of International Economic and Social 
Affairs has started to issue Development Information Abstracts, an index to the 
unpublished reports prepared by or for the Department. In Santiago, the UN Economic 
Commission for Latin America (CEPAL), has been conducting experiments — with the 
participation of some national ministries of planning — for a cooperative regional system 
to be known as INFOPLAN. In Addis Ababa, the UN Economic Commission for Africa 
(ECA) is launching a similar cooperative regional system to be known as DEVSIS-Africa. 

All these initiatives have at least some of their roots in the DEVSIS’ programme, 
which itself had its origins in 1974. This programme aims at the establishment of an 
international cooperative information system to cover the economic and social aspects of 
development. The study? on the feasibility of DEVSIS was sponsored by the Organisation 
for Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD), the International Development 
Research Centre (IDRC), the United Nations Development Programme (UNDP), the 
International Labour Office (ILO), the United Nations Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization (Unesco), and the United Nations Department for Economic and 
Social Affairs. 

The methodologies proposed for DEVSIS are based on the international guidelines 
recommended by UNISIST, Unesco’s programme to promote the international exchange 
of information, and on the standards of the International Organization for Standardization 
(ISO). The proposed organizational model calls for the development of national 
capabilities to capture economic and social development information generated nationally, 
and a coordinating unit in an international agency to facilitate the merging and exchange of 


information, the promotion of standardization, and the conduct of training programmes. 
National bodies would exploit the entire data base to serve the information needs of 
development planners, development practitioners and researchers. 

Devindex began in 1975 as an attempt to test DEVSIS methodologies at the national 
level and to provide access to Canadian literature on Third World development. The 
experiments carried out in various institutions have shown that it is possible to collect and 
process information following these methodologies, either manually or with the aid of a 
computer. All institutions are indexing according to thesauri based on the OECD 
Macrothesaurus.? 

During the next few months, efforts will be made to simplify and standardize 
procedures and authority lists to facilitate information processing and exchange. The 
IDRC will continue to microfiche non-conventional Canadian materials that cannot be 
obtained through the normal book trade. Users are requested to apply directly to the 
appropriate participating institutions for assistance when material cannot be obtained 
from the source identified in the reference.

In the institution index, the code 
represents the country where the institution is located. The complete subject index appears 
in both English and French. 

Records in this issue were processed by MINISIS software developed at IDRC for 
use on a Hewlett-Packard 3000 computer. A magnetic tape containing the records 
included in this and previous issues of Devindex is available, in ISO 2709 format!', to 
institutions that want to use it for experimental purposes or for information retrieval.
